In Vivien Abrams’s handsome new oil paintings, speed is of the essence. Toying with the conven¬ 
tions of one-point perspective, she builds four-sided canvases and panels with one sliahtlv 
receding corner. That corner becomes a focal point from which wedges of color rush forthT On 
these earthtone wedges the artist superimposes zig-zagging lines, some of very subtle hues and 
others of contrasting stripes. The final and boldest additions to these compositions are the broad, 
N-shaped lines that bounce from edge to edge. Throughout, Abrams uses the direction of her 
brush strokes to increase the illusion of deep space, and the effect is compelling. Like a ride in a 
speeding car, the paintings offer a world rushing by in a beautiful and riveting stream of color.
